Gaspari Monti, “king” of Gary’s Ital- 
jan colony, and alleged leader of the 
local “ Black Hand” society, was shot 
to death on the street this afternoon 
by two men. Sawed off shotguns were 
used. 

Monti was one of seventy-five Gary 
and Lake county officials and citizens 
indicted recently by a federal] grand 
jury at Indianapolis, charged with con- 
spiracy to violate the prohibition laws. 
It is alleged that these seventy-five con- 
stituted a great liquor importing and 
selling ring. 

Assassination of Morti marked the 
second death in the Gary vendetta in- 
side of a week, Tony Cucinella having 
been shot down in his soft drink par- 
lor. A half dozen attempts have been 
made to kill Monti in the last year. He 
only recently recovered from a bullet 
wound which he claimed was acci- 
dental. Police believe the same ven- 
detta that killed Cucinella shot down 
Monti.

Plenty of Time to Learn. 

“Yet Mr. Small] has the unparalleled 
effrontery to say under oath that he 
has not even had’ the time to consult 
with his counsel as to what pleadings 
he should now file. 

“It would seem that either Mr. 
Small is simpleminded or that he 
thinks this court a fool. If he is so 
simpleminded then no extension of 
time will be adequate for his need, and 
if he thinks this court is a fool we re- 
spectfully submit it is time that his 
mind be disabused. 

“At the rate he has proceeded in 
considering this case and the condition 
of his mind as to the defenses that he 
ought to make, all the ages of eternity 
will be too short for him to decide the 
matter. If a year and three months— 

- when he was in court on the very same 
allegations and charges for twelve 
weeks—is an insufficient time, then no 
possible extension would be adequate 
for his needs.

Brennan kept pecking at the dam- 
aged optic, and alternated his attack 
by inflicting considerable body punish- 
ment, but Luis was too strong. When 
he found he couldn't reach Brennan at 
long range the South American tried 
tearing in, swinging his powerful arms 
at Brennan’s body. When his punches 
landed they shook up Brennan, who did 
the surprising by standing up as long 
as he did. : : 

Strong Man and Fierce Puncher. 

Firpo is far from being a finished 
fighter. He is just a strong man with 
a terrible punch. Against Brennan he 
showed to advantage because Bill could 
not hold off his rushes. Firpo’s de- 
fense was none too good. He would 
have been an easy mark for Dempsey’s 
left. Brennan hit Firpo freely, stung 
him time and again with lefts to the 
face, but they did not appéar to hurt. 

The Buenos Aires battler’s attack 
was flaillike. He swung his arms as 
a club swinger might swing Indian 
clubs. Brennan found it next to im- 
possible to halt him when he went, 
bull-like, into an attack, ripping and 
tearing at his opponent with his giant 
strength. He awkwardly rushed and 
pounded Brennan down to defeat and 
there was no denying him when he 
saw he had the old trial horse of the 
ring on the run. 

But in all fairness to Brennan, it 
must be said that he fought a good 
game fight against the younger, bigger, 
and stronger man, and he got a big 
cheer from the crowd when it was all

The rest of the world is evening up

pearly half of the world’s monetary 


~ gold now heid in this country, it has 


been apparent for some time that our

That this is exactly what is happen-

yesterday by the commerce department 
showing the value of our imports for 
December and for 1922. Furthermore, 
the new and higher tariff law imposed 
by the United States last September is 


ghown to have little effect on this gen-

‘eral economic trend. Better conditions 
have enabled Americans to purchase 


more freely, and the rest of the world 


is selling what surplus it is able\to pro- 
duce to secure American commodities 
it imperatively needs 

Imports Increase $60,000,000. 

Our imports in December totaled $297,- 
000,000, an increase of about $60,000,000 
over December, 1921. Furthermore, De- 
cember imports were larger than in any 
month since November, 1920, with the 
exception of last September, when for- 
eign goods were being rushed in to an- 
ticipate the new tariff, which became 
effective Sept. 22. Total imports for 
1922 were $3,116,000,000, an increase of 
$607,000,000 over 1921. 

Our exports in December were $344,- 
425,000, an increase of $48,237,000 over 
December, 1921. Total exports for 1922 
were $3,831,932,000, a decrease of $653,- 
900,000 from 1921. Thus our December 
exports exceeded imports by about $47,- 
900,000, compared with an excess of 
pearly $59,000,000 im December, 1921; 
while our 1922 exports exceeded imports 
by about $715,000,000, compared with an 
excess of about $1,369,000, 000 in 192L 

Reports Show Optimism. 


Yesterday's reports of general condi- 
tions started the week in an optimistic 
yein. A summary of reports received by 
the department of labor shows general 
prosperity, with indications of expan- 
sion this spring and little unemploy- 
ment anywhere in the country. In some 
sections, notably in steel manufacturing 
centers, insufficient unskilled labor ex- 
ists. | 

Commodity prices still continue up- 
ward. The long expected advance in au- 
tomobile tires occured yesterday when 
the United States Rubber company ad- 
yanced prices 10 per cent, effective next 
Thursday. The advance was ascribed 
to the recent rise in cotton fabric and 
crude rubber prices. A comprehensive 
list of wholesale quotations compiled by 
Dun's review shows that seventy com- 
modities advanced last week, while only 
twenty-four declined. 

All Utah metal mines yesterday an- 
meunced wage increases of 7% to 15 per 
cent, with a maximum increase of 50 
cents a day.
